Amsterdam, 
May 31.

German eoldiers were killed and thir- 
ty wounded in a raid on the German 
aerodrome at 
Gontrode, 
between 


Ghent and Brussels, on Sunday, ac- 
cordins to a dispatch received by tae 
Tclegraaf. The raid was carried out 
by two of tho allies' aviators. 


AERO COAST DEFENSE. 


John Hays Hammond, Jr's., Plan Pro- 


vides For Wireless Stations. 


New York, May 31.—The Aero Club 


of America has received from John 
Hajs Hammond, Jr., the radio expert, 
a detailed plan to provide aeroplanes 
for coast defense equipped with wire- 
less and a chain of radio stations 
which will make it possible to protect 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts and 
the Mexican border v^itn thirty-three 
aeroplanes and thirty-three radio sta- 
tions. The Aero club governors con- 
sider the proposal of great import- 
ance, a valuable adjunct to the na- 
tional defense, and it will be submit- 
ted to the national guard and naval 
militia of the states, who are co-oper- 
ating with the club to develop volun- 
teer aviation corps. 


"With tne congressional apathy ex- 


isting in matters of national defense." 
says, Mr. Hammond in his proposal, 
"it is necessary that we apply directly 
to our citizens to stimulate action in 
this matter. I am much interested in 
the application of radio systems to 
aeroplanes. I believe that the combina- 
tion of these two branches of science 
will prove invaluable as adjuncts in 
the protection of our country. With 
our extensive coast line and our lim- 
ited and low speed navy, it is essen- 
tial that, oiir scouting facilities be ex- 
traordinarily strengthened." 


The Hammond plan for the north- 


eastern division of the coast, line for 
instance, provides for five, of fifty 
mile radius, constituting the patrol 
areas for five aero scouts In the cen- 
ter of each area he would locate a 
radio receiving station connected with 
land lines. Each aero scout would be 
provided with a radio transmitter of 
sixty mile daylight radius. Mr. Ham- 
mond belie.ves that each scout woiild 
be in constant communication witti 
his central station, and wit'i proper 
intercommunication an intelligent un- 
derstanding of the enemy's purpose 
could be gained. 


Prisoner's Case Up to Court. 


Columbus, May 31.—Rufus Ferris, 


after serving twelve years in the pen- 
itentiary and spending three years in 
the Columbus state hospital, having 
gone insane while in prison, will have 
served his fifteen year term as a state 
prisoner Thursday. Xow it becomes 
the duty of Probate Judge Acton of 
Lancaster to hold an inquest to de- 
1 ermine whether Ferris still is insane 
and subject to confinement in the 
state hospital at Athens. Ferris, -ft ho 
is colored, broke into the home of 
Adam Fisher, a wealthy farmer living 
near Lancaster, and attempted to kill 
Fisher. 


Exchange Felicitations. 


London, May 31.—Minister of Ma- 


rine Yashira for Japati has sent a ca- 
blegram to Winston Spencer Church- 
ill, former first lord of the admiralty, 
expressing appreciation of the cordial- 
ity extended to the Japanese navy 
during Mr. Churchill's service. "The 
long established relations of comrade- 
snip and good will," ran Mr. Church- 
ill's reply, "will assuredly continue as 
t link to unite the intc:ests and sym- 
pathies of Great Britain and Japan.*' 


Killed at Train Crossing. 


Akron, O., May 31.—Joseph Zakesas, 


thirty-one, was stnirk by a fast pas- 
senger train at South Akron grade 
crossing and died fifteen minutes 
later. 


Austrian Vessels Seised. 


Genoa. May 31 —Seven Austrian 


steamer!;, with an aggregate tonnago 
of 26,073 and valued at over $1,300,000, 
have been seized here and their craws 
Interned.
